Ju st rule of law, that the burden of proof 
¡always lies upon the accuser ; yet our 
^opponents content them selves with bare 
-assertions, or for the njost part with dark 
insinuations and distant hints, w ithout a 
itittle of proof i expecting that the minds 
«wf their readers, depraved as their own, 
ere ready to believe, w ithout evidence, 
any thing which shall detract from the 
known worth and m eritorious services 
■ M our State R ulers— And have even 
th e ignorance or effrontery to charge to 
th eir account, the m iscooduct of their 
['•wq party, both in the concerns of the 
'G eneral G overnm ent and in the mea- 
[»Utes of the dem ocratic administration, 
»When they had the rule of this State.

The lew h at 
expired, an<rthey dare not renew it 
but their m otives in Buffering it to ex­ 
pire, may be justly appreciated from 
their refusal to repeal the other internal 
T axes, which operate comparatively 
harder upon the N orthern States, than 
the Land-Tax, which is assessed by 
the m easure of Representation, and 
includes a portion of their blacks in the 
estimate. 


As the subject of the internal taxes 
are incidentally m entioned, 
wo will 
here ask how it has 
com e to pass, 
that they w ere not repealed at the last 
session of Congress I— W hy truly, be­ 
cause the Com m ittee of W ays and 
M eans, from indolence or design, n eg ­ 
lected to m ake their report until neart> • 
close of the session—and every one ex ­ 
pecting they would recom m end their re­ 
peal» forbore to move the m easure ; but 
when, to the astonishment of the people, 
no such recommendation was contained 
in their Report— a motion was iv.ade to 
repeal til the Internal »’axe*.— By m o­ 
tions in am endm ent, to postpone, to add, 
to discrim inate, and every other dilatory 
plea they could devise, the tim e of Con­ 
gress was consumed 
and with Nine 
Millions in the T reasury, and I wo M il­ 
lions bonus from the Hank—the People 
were left saddled with this most oppres­ 
sive load of Taxes.— 
Now, Fellow- 
Citizens, how long would it take to re­ 
peal these Taxes, if they really m eant it 
should be done ?— why, with the tim e 
taken to call the House, a n d ;e a d th e 
Vote the usual num ber of tim es— possi­ 
bly two Hours. 
A fiftieth part of the 
tim e consumed in voting them selves 
1500 dollars a year, and contriving to 
keep it, while they left their successors 
to shift for them selves, would have suf­ 
ficed U> fulfil the solemn prom ise made 
to the People, that these Taxes should 
be repealed two years after the War» 


W e ask further— who has kept up a 
standing Army in lime of Peace so m uch 
dcprecated in the suit! County Conven­ 
tion Address, as dangerous to our Union 
und liberty ?— Let Mr. M adison's ten 
thousand men, and his ofTicers for ten 
m ore, answer the question.— But this 
standing Army could not ba reduced, 
though a motion, lor that purpose, was 
made in season. 


Again,— W ho have suffered our Com ­ 
m erce to decline ; our fisheries lobe lost; 
and M anufactures to perish 
Ask Jo ­ 
nathan Bussell, und those who wi^h him 
formed the Treaty of P e a c e .-W ill they 
shew you their Instructions ? or will they 
shew you the declaration of war ?— Alas ! 
these are as dissim ilar and opposite, as 
the Coran and the N ew -Testainent. 


But, say the County Convention, the 
G overnm ent of M assachusetts, und con­ 
sequently of this State,have endeavoured 
to »ever the U nion,by appointing m em ­ 
bers to the H artford Convention. — As 
seem ing evidence of thi*, they cite you, 
not to the doings of the Convention itself, 
but 'o proceedings which they eay led to 
it. Had they cited the libels in their own 
paper, they would have produced the 
only evidence of this design which we 
have ever seen. Capable them selves of 
I the blackest designs, and never attem pt- 
! ing any ostensible object without huv- 
; ing some other really in view, they are 
incapable of attributing just motives or 
sincerity to the actions of others.— W e 
repeat our assertion in the last M t-rcuiy, 


| that the first principles of theunion,w eie 
attem pted to be destroyed hy ike uncon­ 
stitutional attem pt of the G overnm ent, 
to lake entire possession and absolute 
disposal of the Militia of the Country ;

! F.nglai-d ? T he consequences which re­ 
sulted from the 
H atlford Convention, 
afford the best answer to the slang of

assert, and appeal to the feelings and 
sentim ents of men of all classes and par­ 
ties, enjoys a degree of the public con­ 
fidence for the correctness of their d e ­ 
cisions and the uprightnc»s of tiieir con­ 
duct, not exceeded by any set of judges 
that ever sat in their places— But it has 
happened that tho 
Suprem e Judicial 
C ourt have lately decided a case of im ­ 
portance, contrary to the opinion and 
interest of a party-man who was also of 
counsel in the case* and we soon heard 
that he threatened to have them turned 
out, and that the decision should be re ­ 
versed. 
Now, without entering into 
the m erits of this cuse (for we disup- 
piove of trying cases over again in the 
papers, 
which have been decided in 
court,) we cannot but admire the con­ 
sistency of turning out the Governor 
and Senate as a means of procuring 
m ore im partial decigoes in order to 
have the Court turned out, that a parti­ 
cular case may be decided, how ? im­ 
partially ? no, but decided to suit the 
views and prom ote the interests of this 
dem ocratic lawyer.

have boasted, that the last

Tex ¡—but i|is not so. The law hat 
expired, an<rthey dare not renew it j— 
but their motives in suffering it to ex­ 
pire, may be justly appreciated from 
their refusal to repeal the other internal 
Taxes, which operate comparatively 
harder upon the Northern States, than 
the Land-Tax, which is assessed by 
the measure of Representation, and 
includes a portion of their blacks In the 
estimate. 


As the subject of the internal taxes 
are incidentally m entioued, wo will 
here ask how it has 
com e to pass, 
that they w ere not repealed at the last 
session of Congress ¡— W hy truly, be­ 
cause the Com m ittee of W ays and 
M eans, from indolence or design, n eg ­ 
lected to m ake their report until neart* < 
close of tbe session—and every one ex ­ 
pecting they would recom m end their re­ 
peal, forbore to move the m easure ; but 
when, to the astonishment of the people, 
no such recommendation was contaioed 
in their Report— a motion was tv.ade to 
repeal all the Internal i'axe* — By m o­ 
tions in am endm ent, to postpone, to add, 
to discrim inate, and every other dilatory 
plea they could devise, the tim e of Con­ 
gress was consumed 
and with Nine 
Millions in the Treasury, and I wo Mil* 
lions bonus from the Bank— the People 
were left saddled with this m:>st opprcs- ' 
sive load of T axes.— 
Now, Fellow- 
Citiaens, how long would it take to re­ 
peal these Taxes, if they really meant it 
should be done ?— why, with the tim e 
taken to call the House, a n d ; cad the 
Vote the usual num ber of tim es— possi­ 
bly two Hours. 
A fiftieth part of the 
tim e consumed in voting them selves 
1500 dollars a year, and contriving to 
keep it, while they left their successors 
to shift for them selves, would have suf­ 
ficed U> fulfil the solemn prom ise made 
to the People, that these T axes should 
be repealed two years after the War» 


W e ask further— who has kept up a 
standing Army in lime of Peace »0 m uch 
dcprecaied in the suid County Conven­ 
tion A ddress, as d angerous to our Union 
und liberty ?— Let Mr. M adison’s ten 
thousand men, and his ofTicers for ten 
m ore, answer the question — But this 
standing Army could not ba reduced, 
though a motion, for that purpose, was 
made in season. 


Again,— W ho have suffered our Com ­ 
m erce to decline ; our fisheries to be lost; 
and M anufactures to perish ?— Ask Jo ­ 
nathan Russell, und those who wtyh him 
formed the Treaty of Peace.— W ill they 
shew you their Instructions ? or will they 
shew you the declaration of war ?— Alas ! 
these are as dissim ilar and opposite, as 
the Coran and the N ew -Testam ent. 


But, say the County Convention, the 
G overnm ent of M assachusetts, und con­ 
sequently of this State,have endeavoured 
to »ever the Uuion,by appointing m em ­ 
bers to the H artford Convention. — As 
seem ing evidence of thi», they cite you, 
not to the doings of the Convention itself, 
but 'o proceedings which they eay led to 
it. Had they cited the libels in their own 
paper, they would have produced the 
only evidence of this design which we 
have ever seen. Capable them selves of 
the blackcst designs, and never attem pt­ 
ing any ostensible object without hav­ 
ing some other really in view, they are 
incapable of attributing ju st motives or 
sincerity to the actions of others.— W e

ties, enjoys a degree of the public con­ 
fidence for the correctness of their d e ­ 
cisions and the uprightne»s of tiieir con­ 
duct, not exceeded by any set of judges 
that ever sat in their places— But it has 
happened that the 
Suprem e Judicial 
C ourt have lately decided a case of im ­ 
portance, contrary to the opinion and 
interest of a party-man who was also of 
counsel in the case, and we soon heard 
that he threatened to have them turned 
out, and that the decision should be re ­ 
versed.
